U.S. should shoot down U.N. 
Small Arms Treaty 

By H. Sterling Burnett 

The Obama administration 
recently appointed a negotiator to work 
with the United Nations to regulate 
international trade in small arms. The 
ostensible goal is to staunch the flow of 
illegal weapons to drug cartels, 
terrorists and guerillas. 

The World Bank estimates 
that there are more than 500 million 
firearms available worldwide. There is 
no evidence that U.S. participation in 
the small arms treaty would do 
anything to decrease the illicit flow of 
small arms, but it would threaten 
citizens' constitutional right to own and 
use firearms. For instance, such a 
treaty might require federal licensing 
and registration of any firearms 
possessed by individuals. 

Secretary of State Hilary 
Clinton cites the rising tide of drug- 
fueled violence in Mexico as a 
motivation for a UN treaty. Despite 
having some of the strictest gun control 
policies in the world, Mexico's crime 
rates are several times higher than the 
U.S.'s. 

The Obama administration, 
however, echoed the claims of 
Mexico's President Felipe Calderon 
that more than 90 percent of the guns 
used in crime in Mexico come from the 
U.S. This is a misleading, however. 
Consider: 

* From 2007 to 2008, more than 
29,000 firearms were picked up at 
crime scenes in Mexico. 

* Approximately 38 percent of guns 
seized (11,000), were submitted to the 
U.S. fortracing. 

* Of those, approximately 6,000 were 
successfully traced, and 5,114 (less 
than 18 percent) were found to come 
from the U.S. 


A later report from the 

Department of Homeland Security 
indicated that only 3,480 guns could be 
traced to the U.S. 

Most guns are not 
submitted to the U.S. for tracing 
because Mexico's government knows 
that they did not come from U.S. gun 
dealers. 

Many countries do not 

require serial numbers on guns. As a 
result, most crime guns found in 

Mexico are not traceable. Indeed: 

* Amnesty International reported that 
arms provided by China and North 
Korea to countries in Asia, Africa and 
Latin America have been recovered in 
Mexico. 

* Interpol has reported that the 

Russian mafia has been actively 
trading arms and drugs with Mexican 
drug cartels. 

* A report by the Library of Congress 
notes that Mexican cartels established 
a drug and arms partnership with the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Columbia. 

Furthermore, arms given to 
Mexico's police and soldiers have 
ended up in the hands of the cartels as 
well - in the past six years, more than 
150,000 Mexican soldiers have 
deserted, many taking with them the M- 
16 assault rifles supplied by the U.S. 
military. 

America's Founders 

recognized that individuals have a 
natural right to defend themselves 
against predators of all types, including 
criminals and tyrannical states. Thus, 
they enshrined the right to keep and 
bear arms in the Second Amendment 
to the U.S. Constitution. 

Gun control measures 
motivated by a sincere desire to protect 
people from crime have often made the 
situation worse. For example, in the 


early 1900s, Great Britain had few gun 
control laws and low crime rates. Since 
then, numerous laws making it hard for 
private citizens to own guns or defend 
themselves has resulted in soaring 
crime rates. In fact, handgun crime in 
the U.K. increased 40 percent in the 
two years after the country's 1997 gun 
ban, according to the BBC News. 

Conclusion. If the United 
Nations is put in charge of U.S. gun 
policy, American sovereignty will be 
reduced with no corresponding 
decrease in international violence. The 
biggest killers of people have been 
governments and their surrogate 
militias, not individual citizens. Indeed, 
before every attempted or successful 
genocide, those in power disarm the 
group targeted for extinction, aided by 
laws requiring firearm licensing and 
registration. - December 15, 2010

He then grabbed a shotgun and 
shot and killed the two other suspects.

Warrants needed to spy on 
emails 

If the government wants to 
see your emails stored by an Internet 
service provider, they first will have to 
get a warrant. The government used to 
skip getting a warrant, based on a 1986 
law, the Stored Communications Act. 
But a ruling on December 14 by a 
federal appeals court has nullified the 
1986 statute. 

“The government may not 
compel a commercial ISP to turn over 
the contents of a subscriber’s e-mails 
without first obtaining a warrant based 
on probable cause,” wrote the Sixth 
Circuit Court of Appeals in the case 
U.S. v. Warshak. 

This is the first time that a 
federal court has extended Fourth 
Amendment rights to email 
communications.

The FBI’s “lesbian” 
“volunteer” 

Twin Cities activists whose 
homes were raided by the FBI last year 
are learning why they're being 
investigated for support of terrorism. 

Prosecutors have revealed 
that the feds sent an undercover agent 
to infiltrate the Twin Cities Anti-War 
Committee in 2008, just as the group 
was planning its licensed protests at 
the Republican National Convention. 

Going by the name "Karen 
Sullivan," the agent blended in with the 
new faces the Committee was seeing 
in the lead-up to the RNC. But she 
stayed active afterward, attending 
virtually every meeting. 

"She presented herself as a 
lesbian with a teenage daughter, and 
said she had a difficult relationship with 
her daughter's father, which is one of 
the reasons she gave us for not being 
more transparent," says Jess Sundin, 
who has received a Chicago grand jury 
subpoena. "It was a sympathetic story 
for a lot of us." 

Sullivan said she was 
originally from Boston but had spent 
some time in Northern Ireland working 
with Republican solidarity groups. 

Sullivan at first said that she 
didn't have any permanent address in 
the area, but she eventually got an 
apartment. The cover story of a flexible 
job schedule let her attend all the 
meetings she wanted to, and to have 
lunches with activists. 

She really took an interest," 


Sundin said. "It raised some 
suspicions, but after undercover agents 
from the RNC Welcoming Committee 
came out, and none in our organization 
did, we figured we didn't have any. 
Besides, we didn't think we had 
anything we needed to be secretive 
about." 

Sullivan began chairing 
meetings, handling the group's 
bookkeeping, and networking with 
other organizations. 

In 2009, Sullivan joined two 
other women activists in a trip to 
Palestine. Somehow, when they landed 
in Tel Aviv, Israeli security forces knew 
they were coming. 

The women were told they 
could get on the next plane home or 
face detention. Sullivan took the flight. 
The other two chose detention and 
were ultimately deported. 

Prosecutors are especially 
interested in a small donation the 
women intended to give to the Union of 
Palestinian Women’s Committee. The 
group is not listed as a terrorist group 
by the United States. 

Last fall, Sullivan disappeared 
from the Twin Cities, claiming she had 
some family business to take care of. 
On September 24, the FBI launched a 
series of early morning raids on the 
homes of members of the Anti-War 
Committee and the Freedom Road 
Socialist Organization. 

Last fall the Justice 
Department's Inspector General 
released a scathing report that 
criticized the FBI for invoking anti¬ 
terrorist laws to investigate and harass 
groups including Greenpeace, People 
for the Ethical Treatment of Animals, 
and the Catholic Worker. 

"This is exactly what the IG's 
report was talking about," Sundin told 
City Pages. "The FBI doesn't have the 
right to spy on us. It's an abuse of our 
democratic rights. We're supposed to 
have freedom of association, not, 'You 
can associate but we're going to spy on 
you.’”

Federal Health Care 
Nullification Act

BATFE wants more power 

The Obama administration just 
can't stop blaming the Second 
Amendment for violence perpetrated by 
Mexican drug cartels. 

In the latest brazen attempt to 
circumvent the Constitution, the Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives (BATFE) are seeking 
to require licensed firearms dealers to 
report to the government the sale of two 
or more semi-automatic rifles that are 
.22 caliber or greater, can accept a 
detachable magazine, and are 
purchased by the same person within 
five business days.

Your food’s in the printer

Scientists at Cornell University 
are developing a commercially viable 3D 
food printer which uses raw ingredients 
inside syringes. 

Part of their Fab@home 
project, an open-source collaboration, 
you just put the raw food 'inks' into the 
machine, load the recipe (or 'FabApp') - 
and press the button. 

A set of syringes deposit food 
inks line by line, and layer by layer, 
according to an electronic blueprint. 

People could just download 
recipe files - and doctors could prepare 
special dishes to suit their patients' 
dietary needs. 

Project leader Dr Jeffrey Ian 
Lipton said: 'FabApps would allow you 
to tweak your food's taste, texture and 
other properties.' 

The 'inks are currently limited 
to 'anything that can be extruded from a 
syringe' - such as liquid cheese, 
chocolate and cake batter. 

But the team is working on 
ways to turn other ingredients into 
syringe-friendly materials. 

Homaro Cantu, chef at 
Chicago's Moto, has 'printed sushi using 
an ink jet printer.’ ‘3D printing will do for 
food what e-mail and instant messaging 
did for communication,' he said.

Got Any Possums for Dinner?

A declaration of martial law will 
wipe out the fragile U.S. food supply in a 
matter of days.

The next 2 years with Obama 

[Because of the National 
Rifle Association] a president such as 
Obama, whose platform called for 
tougher gun laws, finds his freedom of 
action circumscribed. [Gun control] has 
bedeviled Democrats for years, 
especially after defeats in 1994 and the 
2000 presidential election, in which Al 
Gore lost his home state of Tennessee. 

Led by Executive Vice 
President Wayne LaPierre, who was 
paid $1.26 million in 2008, the NRA has 
spent more than $100 million on 
political activities [over the years]. 

Only two groups have spent 
more - the Service Employees 
International Union (SEIU) and the 
American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees (AFSCME). 

In this year's midterm 
elections, 80 percent of the 307 House 
and Senate candidates backed by the 
NRA were victorious. In the Senate, the 
number of A-rated senators is now 50. 

NRA officials say their 
efforts protect the rights of gun owners. 
"We don't represent criminals who 
misuse firearms," said Chris W. Cox, 
director of the NRA's Institute for 
Legislative Action. "We don't represent 
dealers who willfully and knowingly 
violate the law. We represent honest, 
law-abiding people, including honest 
dealers who are often targeted in an 
unfortunate way." 

Last year, the NRA 
perturbed ATF agents by sending 
dealers an article by an industry lawyer. 
"You never, ever have to speak to an 
ATF agent or inspector," the article 
said. "You have the absolute right not 




to answer any questions that an 
inspector may pose to you." 

But back to Obama. 

In January, at the Sands 
Expo & Convention Center in Las 
Vegas, about 60,000 attendees and 
vendors from 75 countries milled amid 
dazzling booths featuring weaponry, 
from docks to Bushmasters. Business 
was booming. 

"Despite the worst 
recession in a generation, we have 
thrived," said National Shooting Sports 
Foundation President Steven Sanetti. 

The reason? Barack 

Obama. 

Critics say the NRA used 
Obama's candidacy and election to 
scare gun owners and boost their 
memberships. The NRA warned that 
Obama planned to ban handguns and 
close 90 percent of gun shops. 

"Never in NRA's history 
have we faced a presidential candidate 
. . . with such a deep-rooted hatred of 
firearm freedoms," LaPierre wrote in a 
fundraising letter in 2008. 

Obama never said anything 
about banning handguns or closing gun 
shops. His campaign platform promised 
to pursue long-standing proposals to 
address urban violence: reinstating the 
assault weapons ban, outlawing "cop 
killer" bullets and closing the "gun-show 
loophole" that permits firearm sales 
without background checks. 

The NRA created a Web 
page that is still active, 
www.gunbanobama.com to attack 
Obama's gun record. The site states, 
"Hillary was Right: You Can't Trust 
Obama With Your Guns." It then links 
to a mailer that Clinton used in her 
Democratic primary against Obama. 

Recognizing his 

vulnerability in swing states, Obama 
began to run an alternate campaign to 
calm the worries of gun owners, said 
Ray Schoenke, a former Washington 
Redskins lineman who founded a 
moderate gun rights group, the 
American Hunters and Shooters 
Association, as part of the Obama 
effort. 

The Obama campaign paid 
for Schoenke's travel to 40 events in 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Florida and 
Colorado to address pro-gun voters. 

In his first 20 months in 
office, Obama has virtually been silent 
on guns. 

"President Obama's first- 
year record on gun violence prevention 
has been an abject failure," said the 
Brady Center to Prevent Gun Violence.

Why aren't the real issues 
addressed? 

There are many areas 
about which people should be 
concerned: issues of great importance 
regarding our economic health and our 
physical health, and many more.

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Two Californias

Fresno's California State 
University campus is embroiled in 
controversy over the student body 
president's announcing that he is an 
illegal alien, with all the requisite 
protests in favor of the DREAM Act. I 
won't comment on the legislation per se, 
but again only note the anomaly. I 
taught at CSUFresno for 21 years. I 
think it fair to say that the predominant 
theme of the Chicano and Latin 
American Studies program's sizable 
curriculum was a fuzzy American 
culpability. By that I mean that students 
in those classes heard of the sins of 
America more often than its attractions. 
In my home town, Mexican flag decals 
on car windows are far more common 
than their American counterparts. 

I note this because hundreds of 
students here illegally are now terrified 
of being deported to Mexico. I can 
understand that, given the chaos in 
Mexico and their own long residency in 
the United States. But here is what still 
confuses me: If one were to consider 
the classes that deal with Mexico at the 
university, or the visible displays of 
national chauvinism, then one might 
conclude that Mexico is a far more 
attractive and moral place than the 
United States. 

So there is a surreal nature to 
these protests: something like, "Please 


do not send me back to the culture I 
nostalgically praise; please let me stay 
in the culture that I ignore or deprecate.” 
So what it is about America that makes 
a youth of 21 go on a hunger strike or 
demonstrate to be allowed to remain in 
this country rather than return to the 
place of his birth? 

I think I know the answer to this 
paradox. Missing entirely in the above 
description is the attitude of the host, 
which by any historical standard can 
only be termed "indifferent." California 
does not care whether one broke the 
law to arrive here or continues to break 
it by staying. It asks nothing of the illegal 
immigrant - no proficiency in English, no 
acquaintance with American history and 
values, no proof of income, no record of 
education or skills. It does provide all 
the public assistance that it can afford 
(and more that it borrows for), and 
apparently waives enforcement of most 
of California's burdensome regulations 
and civic statutes that increasingly have 
plagued productive citizens to the point 
of driving them out. How odd that we 
over-regulate those who are citizens 
and have capital to the point of 
banishing them from the state, but do 
not regulate those who are aliens and 
without capital to the point of 
encouraging millions more to follow in 
their footsteps How odd - to paraphrase 
what Critias once said of ancient Sparta 

- that California is at once both the 
nation's most un-free and most free 
state, the most repressed and the 
wildest. 

Hundreds of thousands sense 
all that and vote accordingly with their 
feet, both into and out of California - and 
the result is a sort of social, cultural, 
economic, and political time-bomb, 
whose ticks are getting louder.
